QUANTICO PRACTICALLY DESERT- 
ED AFTER MARINES BOARD 
TRANSPORTS 


Co-incident with the departure of the 
battleships which will take part in the 
winter maneuvers at Panama was the 
embarkation of the force of Marines 
which will accompany the fleet as a 
landing force.

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MARINE CORPS PUBLICATIONS

The office of THE LEATHERNECK is a 
grave yard of defunct literary efforts. 
Papers start up wherever there are 
Marines; they live for a few issues or 
at best for a year or two, and then

modest little circular issue in the in- 
terests of the Recruiting Service. It 
grew in size and importance until it 
became an extremely interesting maga- 
zine, and it served a splendid purpose. 
Then, in the height of its popularity, it 
was discontinued! Government assist- 
ance was withdrawn. It could no longer 
be issued at government expense and it 
could not support itself. 

The Marines’ Magazine was perhaps 
the most popular paper devoted to the 
interests of the Corps. It was a private 
venture and never received any help 
from the government. It failed! 

The following information has been 
gathered together by the Historical Sec- 
tion at Headquarters. No other place 
could have supplied it: 

“Probably the first magazine of any 
importance issued of this nature was the 
Cavite (P. I.) News which was started 
in 1908 at Cavite; its name was changed 
to the Marines Magazine in 1915 and the 
first number issued on December 1, 1915; 
it continued under this name until July, 
1920, when the name was changed to 
the Marines Magazine and Indian; the 
Marines Magazine and Indian discon- 
tinued publication sometime late in 1922. 

Recruiters’ Bulletin, however, precedes 
the date of the first Marines Magazine 
since Volume 1, Number 1 of that maga- 
zine appeared in November, 1914. Fora 
while, about 1918, it was called the 
Marines Bulletin. Apparently it was 
called the Marines Bulletin from Novem- 
ber, 1918, to January, 1919, and the 
February, 1919, Number was called the 
Recruiters’ Bulletin. The last number of 


the Recruiters’ Bulletin was Volume 7, 
Number Y, ot Novemver, lyzl. 

‘here have been many other period- 
icais of this nature published in the 
Marine Corps. ‘here is 1HE LEATHER- 
NECK. ‘lH LEATHEXNECK was first pub- 
lisned at Quanuco. A compieve me of 
‘HE LEATHEKNECK in bounu volumes is 
located mm the archives ot the Misvorical 
Section but the nrst Number is missing. 
Volume 1, Number 2 was publisned on 
November 24, 1¥i17, and since it is a 
weekly it is probapie that the nrst num- 
ber was pubusned on Novemper 17, 1y17. 
THE LEATHEKNECK moved trom Quan- 
tico to Washington, LD. U., in 1920. ‘Lhe 
last Number published in Quantico is 
Volume 4, Number 4 of November 6, 
192u and the first Number pubiished in 
Washington was Volume 4, Number 5 
of November 13, 1920. 

The first Number of the Marine Corps 
Gazette was published sometime between 
April 25, 1914, the date that the Marine 
Corps Association was formed, and 
March, 1917, when the first Number of 
Volume 2 was published. It has con- 
tinued publication up to the present date. 

The indian, of the Second VDivision, 
was first published on April 15, 1919, in 
Germany, and later merged with the 
Marines Magazine, and died with that 
magazine. 

The U. S. Marine Corps Builder, pub- 
lished at Marine Barracks, Philadelphia, 
first appeared on June 18, 1921. It dis- 
continued publication a couple of months 


ago. 

The Guam News Letter has been pub- 
lished for some time. It, however, while 
it contains Marine Corps news is more 
of an official nature. 

The Pearl Harbor Weekly is a naval 
unofficial paper of which a Marine is 
one of the editors. 

The Legation Guard News is a very 
live paper published by Marines at 
Peking. 

The Peep-Sight was published at Mare 
Island by Marines until recently when 
the recruit depot, etc., was moved to 
San Diego. 

The Brigadier was published by the 
Enlisted Men’s Club of Marines at Port- 
au-Prince, Haiti, beginning with August 
10, 1921. It discontinued late in 1921 but 
has resumed publication recently. 

The Legation Sentinel is published by 
the Marines at Managua, Nicaragua. 

There have been many such papers 
published for a period and discontinued, 
in addition to those above. There was 
The Marine published at Parris Island; 
The Fourth Regiment News, the Third 
Regiment Globe and Anchor, the Fif- 
teenth Regiment News Letter, and the 
First Regiment Globe and Anchor, pub- 
lished in Santo Domingo; The Fidelian, 
published at Port-au-Prince, Haiti; the 
Santo Domingo Leatherneck, published 
in Santo Domingo prior to the above- 
mentioned publications; The Depart- 
mental Bulletin, of the Department of 
the North, Cape Haitien, Haiti; and the 
Globe and Ancror of the Third Provi- 
sional Brigade, Galveston, Texas. _ 

There were also a number of publica- 
tions appearing in France, published by 
Marines, such as the Sol of the 11th 
Regiment; The Frapper of Company A 
of the 11th Regiment; The Devil Dog of 
Company B of the 11th Regiment; the 
Globe and Anchor, of Company E of the 
18th Marines; The Guard Gazette, pub- 


lished by the Marine Dock Guard Bat- 
talion at St. Nazaire; the Pipe Down, 
pubiished at the Marine Sarracks, 
Nantes, france; and last but not least 
Lhe Amex Marine, which was first pub- 
lished in January, 1918, by the Marines 
or the Sixth Kegiment. ‘whis probably 
was the first litue newspaper ever pub- 
lished in France. Volume 1, Number 1 
ot the tamous Stars and Stripes of the 
American Expeditionary Forces was 
published on kebruary 8, 1918, and Sec- 
ond Lieut. Charles P. Cushing of the 
Marines (who was the editor of the 
above-mentioned Amex Marie) was one 
of the first editors of The Stars and 
Stripes.” 

The Legation Guard News of Peking 
serves its purpose well and proves to ali 
who receive it the spirit and enterprise 
of that splendid command. TJ'he Brig- 
adier has reappeared in Haiti and it 
deserves to conunue and prosper for it 
is all that such a paper should be. Its 
columns are filled mostly with local news. 
The Pearl Harbor Weekly is a good 
paper, but like the Guam News Letter, 
it contains little Marine Uorps news. 

At their very best all of the periodicals 
mentioned above are local in character. 
Although some of them are purely 
Marine, they do not represent the Corps 
as a whole; their interests are those of a 
particular post or station. 

There are two publications which are 
doing their best to represent the entire 
Marine Corps. These are the Marine 
Corps Gazette and THE LEATHERNECK. 
Neither of these receive any help from 
any source; they depend entirely upon 
their own efforts. There are no profits. 
Their subscribers are Marines and their 
advertisers- are those who cater to Ma- 
rines. All the work of keeping them 
going is done by Marines, and if they do 
not represent the Corps as well as they 
should it is the fault of the Marines. 

These two papers do not represent the 
efforts of the Marine Corps. They rep- 
resent no more than the work of those 
who are trying to keep them going with- 
out much effort on the part of others, 
and this is not fair. For years they have 
struggled along when by rights they 
both should have died through lack of 
support. Both are solvent and are doing 
as well as may be expected but neither 
one is a egredit to the Corps, and both 
should be. 

IT CAN BE DONE! Let the man 
who laughs or kicks start the doing of it, 
and do it so well that others will be 
silenced; or if anyone feels that he can 
contribute something interesting or in- 
structive, we wish that man, no matter 
who he is, a Happy New Year and offer 
him an appreciative welcome. Stop the 
useless kicking and offer some construc- 
tive help. 

The Gazette should present the re- 
search and thoughtful ideas of its 
readers, and every officer should, at one 
time or another, consider it his duty to 
help make it readable. The editor can- 
not print what he does not receive, and 
it is a well known fact that “the best 
articles are those which are never 
written.” Give The Gazette a chance at 
some of these; let us all have an oppor- 
tunity to read them, instead of hearing 
about them. 

THE LEATHERNECK is more modest in 
its aims. Its object is to keep Marines 
informed about each other, to publish 
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what is going on at diiferent posts and 
stations, and on the ships. If anything, 
this is more important and useful than 
the object of i'he Gazette. ‘THE LEATHEK- 
NECK strives to reach the entire Marine 
Corps. it is the only way by which those 
stationed in Nicaragua and Noriolk cau 
learn what is being done by those in 
China and Bremerton. Haiti and Santo 
vomingo are interested in Quantico ana 
San Diego, and vice versa. Lhere musv 
be news trom all the posts. ‘Ihings are 
picking up very well aiong these lines. 
Utiicers and men are responding and the 
result is a better and more interesting 
weekly paper, but it is tar from being 
what it should and can be. Increase in 
size and circulation go hand in hand, 
and both depend on the receipt of inter- 
esting news.

The two transports will stop at Nor- 
folk and will then proceed to the Carib- 
bean, where the maneuvers are to be 
held. The assembled fleet will consist 
of fifteen battleships, four light cruisers, 
sixty-three destroyers, eleven submarines, 
an airplane carrier and an airplane ten- 
der, four destroyer tenders, three sub- 
marine tenders, five mine layers and 
thirty-three train vessels. These last in- 
clude repair, fuel and hospital ships. 

The entire fieet will be commanded by 
Admiral Robert E. Coontz. 

An air force of eighty-seven aixph 
will be attached to the Fleet 
purpose of carrying out wha 
of the war problem may be 
them, as a unit or in separate : 

The first part of the ma ; 
sists of tactics which wil 
strength of the Panama Canal and in 
which the three services, Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, will participate. The 
second part of the maneuvers will con- 
sist of attack and defense of a fortified 
land base by the Marines, aided by the 
naval forces. In the first part of the 
exercises in the Canal Zone, only the 
Marine infantry will take part. When 
this is over Culebra Island will become 
the center of activities and the special 
detachments will be given an opportunity 
to show what their fortifications will 
withstand in the way of an attack by the 
infantry forces and a portion of the fleet. 

The maneuvers are expected to be over 
about the middle of February when re- 
embakation will commence.
